river” by the state department in 
the recent tariff negotiations, F. 
R. Wilcox, assistant general man- , 
ager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange, presented the cur- 
rent tariff situation to the Sun- 
kist board of directors yesterday. 

“The reduction in the lemon 
tariff was included in the schedule 
over the complete opposition of 
the department of agriculture, and 
was negotiated completely by the | 
state department. without regard 
for the consequences, Wilcox said. 

Under the new tariff, which will

OSLO, Norway — Here in the 
only Atlantic Pact nafion that 
borders on the Soviet Union the 
people have good nerves. The news 
the Russians had set off an atomic 
explosion produced not a ripple in 
the Norwegian calm. 

It is not alone good nerves but 
also a realistic understanding of 
what the Atlantic Pact means for 
Norway. If Russia should start 
aggres ssive action against this 
Nort Bastion, the United 
States would be compelled to come 
to Norways defense and another 
j; world war would be on. 

BIG RISK 

The Norwegians know, too, that 
this would not be because Ameri- 
cans favor blue-cyed blondes nor, 
even for that matter, because of 
the formal commitments spelled 
out in the pact. With Russia on 
the Atlantic Ocean in possession 
of Norway's deep fjords, which 
could conceal all the Soviet’s new- 
| type submarines, the balance of 
| power would be drastically alter 
ed. 

In signing up with the Atlantic 
alliance, the Norwegians were 
| taking a big risk and they knew 
it. There were dire forebodings 
of immediate reprisals by the 
power that has openly hankered 
for Spitzbergen in the far north.

But Russia has made no overt 
moves since Norway and Denmark 
decided to enter the pact. For- 
eign Minister Halvard Lange put 
special emphasis on this in a talk 
with me in his bright, clean-look-.

His windows 
look out onto the Oslo Fjord 
where in 1940 the Nazis steamed 
in to complete their capture of a 
defenseless 2nd peace-loving na- 
tion. 

That act of treacherous and bru- 
tal aggression shattered Norway's 
tradition of neutrality, which had 
been almost as_ rock-ribbed as 
that of neighboring Sweden. It 
explains why Norway, with the 
overwhelming approval of her 
people, could come into the pact 
while Sweden, escaping both world | 
wars, stays out.
